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Mine Violence Outside the Law 


Rov ing bands of strik ing miners who hav e no 
resp ect for the rights of those ou tside their rank s 
and who hav e op ted for v iolence and arson 
rather than lawfu l tactics show that the United 
Mine Work ers (UMW) u nion hasn’t changed 
mu ch ov er the y ears. 
Internal strife and ex ternal activ ism hav e 
been the trademark s of the UMW. The image 
was somewhat obscu red by orthodox camp aigns 
to imp rov e work ing conditions for miners and 
giv e them p rotection against black lu ng. 


THE CURRENT camp aign against nonu nion 
mines in the area reflects the more traditional 
image of the UMW. No one begru dges organized 
mine work ers the right to seek imp rov ement of 
their work ing lot. By the same tok en, UMW 
members shou ld not try to restrict the rights of 
nonu nion work ers and op erators of nonu nion 
mines. 
Yet nonu nion 
mine 
facilities 
hav e 
been 
damaged, op erations hav e been halted and 
?q u ip ment destroy ed by goon sq u ads in v iolation 
)f a cou rt inju nction. 
Absolu te contemp t has been shown for legal 
jrocedu res and the p rincip les of decency . 
A barn owned by Ju dge Ray mond Rice of the 


Tu scarawas Cou nty Common Pleas Cou rt—who 
issu ed an inju nction p rohibiting interference 
with some nonu nion mining op erations—was 
bu rned last week . 
Strik ers rip p ing u p the James Brothers Coal 
Co. near Mineral City Satu rday p u t themselv es 
fu rther ou tside the law by attack ing dep u ties 
who were on the scene to maintain order. 
So far only one arrest has been made in wak e 
of the damage to the nonu nion James mine and 
the attack on the dep u ties bu t hop efu lly more 
will be made. 
Regardless of what UMW members may think , 
they are not a law u nto themselv es. Nonu nion 
p eop le also hav e rights inclu ding the right to 
work and the right to be left alone. 


SOME SE RIOUS q u estions are p osed by the 
UMW strik e and demands for sizable p ay and 
benefit increases in regard to federal wage-p rice 
freeze and the general state of the U.S. economy . 
Methods hav e been established for work ing ou t 
these differences and resu ming coal p rodu ction 
to feed the nation’s energy needs. 
In the meantime, ev ery effort shou ld be made 
to stop the v iolence and p rosecu te the gu ilty . 


Expenditures Must Be Reduced 


We all k now the basic reasons for ou r 
p ay ments deficit are the Vietnam War and the 
loss of comp etitiv e p ower by American bu siness. 
The drain of dollars for the fu tile, stu p id war in 
Vietnam has been tremendou s. This war also has 
indu ced tremendou s p ressu re on p rices. 
This inflationary trend has been aggrav ated 
by lax fiscal and Federal Reserv e p olicies. To 
answer these p roblems we hav e seen a two-p rice 
gold mark et dev elop , the creation of sp ecial 
drawing rights and, more recently , the im­ 
p osition of a 10 p er cent tax on imp orts. 
To p rotect foreign holders of u nwanted dollars 
against p ossible loss, the American gov ernment 


shou ld offer to ex change its own secu rities 
denominated on local cu rrencies against foreign 
dollar holdings. 
To p rotect domestic inv estors against loss of 
p u rchasing p ower, the American gov ernment 
shou ld sell p u rchasing p ower bonds. This in tu rn 
wou ld not cau se inv estors to ru sh into land 
eq u ities and foreign cu rrencies to p rotect their 
sav ings. 
The only basic remedies are to cu t ou r foreign 
ex p enditu res and to check domestic sp ending. 
Unless we do so we are condemned to more in­ 
flation, additional dev alu ation of the dollar and 
u ltimately fiscal and cu rrency collap se. 


Phase 2: A Rough Trip 


Cou ntdown to Phase 2 has begu n and nobody is 
q u ite su re what k ind of a lau nch or flight is 
ahead. 
Already forced into wariness by President 
Nix on’s cap itu lation to George Meany ’s no-v eto 
Pay Board demand, some citizens see another 
dark clou d in the form of the p rediction of a 
Colorado labor leader who forecasts a nation­ 
wide “ work holiday ” if organized labor doesn’t 
lik e the way things go in Phase 2. 
Herrick Roth, p resident of the Colorado Labor 
Cou ncil, issu ed his p rop hecy at a meeting of the 
state cou ncil. 
He also said the p otential total work stop p age 
will be tak en u p at the national conv ention of the 
AFL-CIO in Florida Nov . 1, a cou p le of week s 
before Phase 2 begins. 
At best, Phase 2 will be in for a rou gh time at 
the beginning becau se of the q u estion of raises 
already negotiated bu t held u p by the President’s 
wage-p rice freeze. Under the best of cir­ 
cu mstances it wou ld be hard for the Pay Board 
to hold the lid on tightly enou gh to be effectiv e 
becau se of the p ressu re from work ers who did 
not get fat contracts when some others got theirs 


more than two y ears ago. 
It has been anticip ated that the most effectiv e 
p eriod for the Pay Board wou ld be when those 
u nions which tou ched off the ex orbitant set­ 
tlements start to work on new agreements. 
Bu t the threat of a national work stop p age 
cou ld p u t the whole situ ation back where it 
started. That is u nless the gov ernment is willing 
to show more back bone than its cu rrent record 
indicates.

UPPER SADDLE RIVER, 
N.J. —( NEA) —There is a 
woman in my neighborhood 
who each y ear at this time 
mak es a sp ecial trip to the 
grocer’s to stock u p on car­ 
tons of eggs, rolls of toilet 
p ap er, aerosol shav ing cans 
and block s of wax . 
Then she distribu tes the 
goods to her children. 
And they in tu rn go ou t and 
“ celebrate” Halloween. 
At any other time of the 
y ear su ch a p ractice wou ld be 
called 
contribu ting 
to the 
delinq u ency of minors. Bu t at 
the end of October, it’s called 
arming the trick -or-treaters. 
As the mother with 
the 
mu nitions ex p lains: “ I bu y 
stu ff for them becau se the 
stores will not sell to k ids 
irou nd Halloween. I don’t see 
any thing wrong with it. It’s 
the k id’s one night to howl. 
It’s good, clean fu n.” 


GOOD 
CLEAN 
FUN? A 
p olice officer in this town 
calls it ex tortion. 
According to history , the 
incredibly cheek y cu stoms of 
modern Halloween-ism had 
their beginnings in the Middle 
Ages. As the Christian chu rch 
sou ght to eliminate the old 
“ Allhallows” 
traditions 
(a 
festiv al of the dead), the ru ral 
p op u lations of Ireland and 
Great Britain 
beg an 
sub­ 
stitu ting p rank s ana mischief 
for 
fear 
and 
pag anism. 
Wandering 
g ro ups 
o f 
celebrants 
wou ld 
cap 
chimney s, tear do wn g ates o r 
rattle windo ws — much the 
same, 
they 
felt, 
as 
real 
demo ns. 
The pro cess o f Hallo ween 
ex to rtio n ( trick-o r-treat) was 
o rig inated 
in 
Ireland. 
Initially , Irish peasants went 
fro m do o r to do o r demanding 
fo o d o r o thei*g ifts. If they g o t 
it, fine. If they did no t, the; 
sting y 
ho meo wner 
was 
v andalized. 


THE CUSTOM took grip in 


the United States in the latter 
p art of the 19 th centu ry — 
largely u nchanged from its 
dism al, senseless, Middle 
Ages beginning. 
And so it continu es today . 
Bu t somewhat altered. There 
is no longer any “ either - or” 
p rop osition. Trick -or-treat is 
academic. Ev en if y ou p ay 
off, y ou ’re still lik ely to wind 
u p , as did one of my neigh­ 
bors last y ear, with the hose 
cu t 
into 
noodles, 
two 
basement windows brok en, 
and the mailbox p ou nded to a 
cru nch. 
The y ou nger children, of 
cou rse, are not to blame. 
They are only look ing for 
handou ts. The cu ties in the 
bu nny costu mes, 
the 
lads 
dressed u p lik e sk eletons — 
they are seasonal accessories 
with 
which 
nobody 
can 
reasonably q u arrel. 
Bu t when the girls get too 
big for the rabbit ears, or the 
boy s ou tgrow the sk eleton 
su its, it’s no longer ju st grins 
and goblins; it’s more often 
p lain crime. 


FOR 
EXAMPLE, 
last 
Halloween a friend of mine 
sp otted a lad of 12 or 13 in his 
garage. The friend hollered. 
The k id started to ru n. The 
friend grabbed for him, 
missed, 
stu mbled, 
sk inned 
his leg, ru ined a p air of 
slack s, and ended u p , soon 
after, p ay ing a cou p le hu n­ 
dred dollars to rep aint his 
acid-scarred au tomobile. 
Go o d clean fun? 
“ I was lucky ,” say s my 
friend. 
“ He 
co uld 
hav e 
thro wn the acid in my face.” 
In truth, o f co urse, there is 
v ery little acid-thro wing o n 
Hallo ween. 
And 
heav y 
damag e is, in my to wn and 
mo st o thers, the ex ceptio n. 
Rut, say s a co p in a nearby 
city : “ There is way to o much 
po tential fo r disaster. One 
time I caug ht a kid taking a 
mailbo x apart, so I g o t o ut to 
questio n him. He g o t panicky , 
and then started y elling and 
swearing . 
I 
was 
really 


worried there that he’d tak e a 
p op at me. Well, fooling with 
a mailbox is one thing, bu t 
fighting with the p oliceman is 
a seriou s offense. The k id 
cou ld 
hav e 
been 
in 
real 
trou ble.” 


THE COP SAYSsomething 
shou ld 
be done 
abou t 
Halloween mischief — for the 
sak e of the mischief mak ers. 
And he’s right. There are too 
many k ids in trou ble as it is to 
allow 
(or 
to encou rage) 
fu rther breeding in the world 
of delinq u ency . 
The statistics mak e it p lain. 
Last'y ear, according to in­ 
comp lete and u nderstated 
FBI records, there were at 
least 1,6 6 0,6 43 k ids u nder 18 
arrested (which was a fou rth 
of all p eop le of all ages 
arrested). 
In 
the 
last 
10 
y ears, according to the same 
FBI 
figu res, 
arrests 
of 
ju v enile offenders hav e more 
than dou bled. 
And it’s not ju st 16 -17 -y ear- 
old tou ghs. In 1970 at least 
22.000 y ou ngsters u nder 10 
were arrested for larceny , at 
least 16 ,000 k ids 11-12 y ears 
old were nabbed for bu rglary , 
148 .000 
k ids 
13-14 
were 
charged with crimes against 
p rop erty , and at least 50,000 
y ou ths u nder age 15 were 
jailed for simp le v andalism. 


THE BLEAK FACT IS,say 
many of the nation’s leading 
law au thorities, as many as 
nine of 10 children commit 
arrestable offenses before 
their 18 th birthday . 
So me o f these y o ung sters, 
by the way , are caug ht o n 
Hallo ween. 
And so . Call me a blueno se, 
but I can’t g o alo ng with my 
munitio ns supply ing neig h­ 
bo r. Go o d, clean fun? Fo r. 
who m? No t fo r the fello w o n 
a 
budg et who has to buy a new 
mailbo x . No t fo r the po lice, 
who g et no kicks o ut o f 
chasing spo o ks. And no t fo r 
the kids who g et caug ht 
practicing this o utdated nte 
of the Middle Ages.
